CHICAGO, July 17.—Dapper 
littie James F. Byrnes, known var- 
iously as the “Assistant President” 
and the Director of War Mobiliza- 
tion, today had edged far ahead 
of the rest of the field in the free- 
for-all preconvention race for the 
party Vice-Presidential nomina- 


tion, 
This information, given to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent by 


competent party leaders, followed 
close on the heels of a well-found- 
ed. report that Missouri’s Senator 
Harry S. Truman really meant it 
when he said he didn’t want the 
nomination. 

As the Post-Dispatch disclosed 
Sunday, the race in recent days 
had narrowed down to Byrnes and 
Truman, A remarkable aspect of 
the last-minute whirlwind ma- 
neuvering is the statement by un- 
impeachable sources that the Mis- 
sourian could have won enough 
support for the nomination had 
he wanted it. Instead, he turned 
his back on the party laurel, in- 
sisting he is content to remain in 
the Senate. 

Byrnes-Wallace Showdown. 

Senate Majority Leader Alben 
W. Barkley, House Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, Supreme Court Associ- 
ate Justice William O. Douglas 
and others with substantial back- 
ing are expected to join Truman 
in throwing their support to 
Byrnes. It thus appears to shake 
down to a final showdown battle 
between Byrnes and Vice Presi- 
dent Henry A. Wallace. 

Ardent admirers of the Vice 
President, liberals and _ labor 
leaders and New Deal Democrats 
who view him as the White 
Knight in a crusade for “the com- 
mon man,” won't admit for the 
record that Wallace is licked. 
They hold to a lingering hope that 
he may take the convention by 
storm when he arrives tomorrow 
er that other candidates may get 
deadlocked and enable their man 
to crash through. 

But in their hearts they are 


sorely distressed. They know too) 


well that the stage has been set 
by the practical politicians who 
control the votes, that the fade- 
out lights are hidden in the wings, 
that the musicians are primed to 
play a Wallace diminuendo.

A ~scuffie between Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace and a news pho- 
tographer over a picture snapped 
at the Wardman Park Hotel has 
been “amicably adjusted” between 
the principals, a spokesman for 
the White House News Photog- 
raphers’ Association said today. 
Wallace was not available for a 
statement and his office said 
“No comment.” 

The Washington Star said it 
had learned that the photographer 
was Robert Woodsum of Acme’s 
staff and that the circumstances 
were these: 

“Mr. Woodsum had been as- 
signed last Thursday to get a pic- 
ture of the Vice President in view 
of the forthcoming Democratic 
Convention and his recent trip to 
China. The photographer was 
asked by his office to try for 
pictures of the Vice President 
playing tennis, 

“After waiting several hours, 
Mr. Woodsum spied the Vice Pres- 
ident in the lobby and took a 
single ‘shot.’ Mr, Wallace ob- 
jected to the picture and insisted 
that it be withdrawn. Mr. Wood- 
sum remained firm, and a ‘tus- 
sie’ followed during which both 
men fell to the floor. 

“They quickly rose to their feet, 
however, and came to an amic- 
able agreement whereby the Vice 
President promised to pose for a 
variety of pictures if Mr. Wood- 
sum would not use the- ‘sneak 
shot.’ They included shots of Mr. 
Wallace playing tennis,”

LONDON, July 17 (AP).—Rus- 
sian troops have swept forward 
to within seven miles of the Lat- 
vian border with the capture of 
Osveya and have overrun more 
than 210 other populated places, 
the Soviet communique announced 
tonight, 

Driivng on west from Opochka 
other units were within 10 miles 
ef the border after the capture of 
Sebezh, sald the broadcast com- 
munique. 

Other columns closed on the 
bastions of Bialystok and Brest- 
Litovsk. One column captured the 
district center of Svisloch, 39 miles 
east of Bialystok. 

Sweeping up an additional 200 
towns, Red Army spearheads 
almed at Brest-Litovak were bear- 
ing down from the east and north 
and one force captured Shereshevo, 
38 miles northeast of the fortress, 


LONDON, July 17 (AP). — Red 
Army troops pushed forward to- 
day along a broad front stretching 
from the Baltic sector to the Prip- 
yat marshes after capturing the 
German-held fortress city of Grod- 
no, 45 miles from the prewar East 
Prussian border, in a drive which 
the Moscow radio declared was 
headed “straight for Berlin.” 

Grodno, described by Premier 
Stalin as “covering the approaches 
to East Prussia,” is only 18 miles 
from Suwalki, the triangular old 
Poland area annexed to East 
Prussia in 1939 and which the 
Nazis therefore consider German 
soil, 

Russian units which had crossed 
the Niemen River north of Grodno 
were less than eight miles from 
the Suwalki district. 

The Moscow radio In a broad- 
cast beamed to the Germans re- 
ported that 100,000 of the enemy 
had been taken prisoner and 50 
divisions (probably 500,000 men) 
“annihilated” by the Russians 
since the start of the summer of- 
fensive June 23. 

The Nazis fell back at Grodno 
to the west bank of the Niemen 
which parallels the East Prussian 
border in that sector. The river 
had been crossed by still another 
spearhead farther north in the 
Alytus sector of Lithuania, where 
Red forces, pushing west of Wilno, 
were within 50 miles of prewar 
East Prussia. 

Advance Toward Kaunas, 


Russian troops drove within 10 
miles of Kaunas, old capital of 
Lithuania yesterday with the cap- 
ture of Dorsunishki on the south- 
east, Altogether Sunday the Reds 
took more than 340 populated 
places extending from the sector 
near the eastern border of Latvia

Gains Around Periers.

The Arno, a natural moat 400 
feet wide at places, was believed 
to have been fortified on the north 
bank during the German retreat 
from Rome. It flows in deep 
gorges past Arezzo, through Flor- 
ence (Firenze), and empties into 
the sea at Pisa. 

An official source said the swift 
advance of tanks and infantry 
from Arezzo so surprised the en- 
emy that the British captured a 
bridge intact, along with German 
engineers waiting to destroy it. 

The crossing was forced by 
British and South African troops 
about four miles northwest of 
Arebzo. in a sector about 32 miles 
from Fiorence.

LONDON, July 17 (AP).—Up to 
750 United States heavy bombers 
attacked a dozen river bridges

American Liberators from Italy 
bombed three bridges and a rail- 
yard in Southern France. 

Up to 5800 fighters escorted the 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
flying from British bases. 

The Berlin radio said the Reich 
itself was under attack for the 
fifth time in a week. It was one 
of the rare days since the invas- 
jon began that clear skies has 
permitted full use of overpower- 
ing Allied air power. 

The assaults came as the Rus- 
sians disclosed that their planes 
were attacking East Prussia, now 
within striking distance of Red 
armies, making air blows at Ger- 
many virtually general from the 
west, south and east. 

Night Raids on Refineries. 

Last night a strong force of 
Britain-based Royal Air Force 
Morquitoga blasted a German ayn- 
oil plant at Homberg, in 
the Ruhr, while Italy-based heavy 
bombers attacked an oil refinery 
at Smederovo near’. Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia. 

The night attacks were part of 
a calculated campaign to cut vital 
fuel supplies on which Adolf Hit- 
ler’s war machine depends. 

The attack on the Ruhr was 
carried out without loss of a sin- 
gle plane.

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Australians Say Singapore 
Commenator Is Known to 
Be Irresponsible. 


MELBOURNE, July 17 (AP).— 
A "known irresponsible Singapore 
commentator” was making a 
propaganda talk, not a news re- 
port, Saturday when his remarks 
were interpreted abroad as hint- 
ing the execution of captured air- 
men from the June 15 B-29 raid on 
Japan. 


This was reported yesterday by 
Australian Information Depart- 
ment monitors wiHo heard the 
broadcast clearly. 


The commentator said some of 
those who participated in the 
Kuyushu raids “met the same fate 
as those who came to raid Tokyo 
two years ago.” He did not spe- 
cifically state they were executed. 


His phrase was interpreted here 
to mean the flyers were killed in 
crashes, This conclusion appar- 
ently was emphasized, said the 
Australian Information Bureau, by 
the next sentence of the Singapore 
broadcast—“even those who bail! 
out over Japan will be executed.” 

Japanese sources last year said 
some of Gen. James Doolittle’s fly- 
ers had been executed. Tokyo 
headquarters announced that cap- 
tured Allied flyers would be tried 
by a military court, if suspected 
of violating any international law 
raids on Japan or Japanese- 
held territory. Execution. would 
follow conviction. 

The Singapore broadcaster ap- 
parently was referring to this pro- 
nouncement, said Australian infor- 
mation analysts, rather than any 
new execution, 

They said Singapore is the least 
reliable of all Japanese-controlled 
radios and the speaker on this 
occasion is the most irresponsible 
of Japanese broadcasters. 


FRENCH PRESS AGENCY VOTED 
EXCLUSIVE RIGHTS IN FRANCE 


ALGIERS, July 17 (AP).—The 
French Committee of National 
Liberation published and thereby

“The foreign policy plank of the 
convention is a step backward 
compared to the decisions of the 
Mackinac meeting which consti- 
tuted a plain compromise between 
isolationists and anti-isolationists,” 
said the writer. 

“A characteristic feature of the 
Republican convention was the 
lack of an open struggle between 
various candidates for the presi- 
dency and vice-presidency. 

“Notwithstanding the unity dis- 
played at the convention, a sharp 
struggle existed in the ranks of 
the Republicans over various 
points of view on the vital ques- 
tions of domestic and foreign 
policy.” 

Defining the division as between 
the Wendell Willkie faction and 
the old party machine, the news- 
paper said: “Leaders of the Re- 
publican party in effect isolated 
the Willkie opposition group.

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A Bond Issue for Progress 


St. Louls will make a fine start toward meet- 
ing the grave problems of the transition to peace- 
time conditions—if the voters approve the $43,- 
527,000 bond issue to be submitted to them at 
the Aug. 1 primary. 

The purposes of this bond issue are two, and 
both are of high importance. One objective is 
to provide employment after the war. The other 
is to create needed improvements of permanent 
character for the city. 

Each of the 11 items on the list is essential 
for the continued progress of St. Louis. Every 
one of them represents work that has been post- 
poned because of the war. 

Certainly the city cannot begin too soon to 
get ready for the coming Aviation Age by means 
of airport expansion, for which $9,897,000 is pro- 
vided in the bond issue. This will be supple- 
mented by other available funds. 

The city’s hospitals and other institutions are 
in need of expansion and repair; for this the 
bond issue provides $950,000. The St. Louis fire 
protection system needs improvement, and $800,- 
000 is set aside for this purpose. For public 
safety, the fire and police telephone-telegraph 
system must be extended—a $2,200,000 proposal. 
For necessary street improvements, $7,820,000 is 
provided; for bridges, viaducts and underpasses, 


$1,778,000; for new sewer construction and re- 


pairs, $7,957,000. 

There are other civic needs which the bond 
issue meets: for better parks and more recrea- 
tion facilities, $3,625,000; for construction and 
improvements at the Zoo, $750,000; for repairs 
and betterments at the City Art Museum, 3$250,- 
000; for waterworks expansion (a self-liquidating 
item), $7,500,000. 

Together, these items constitute a substantial, 
rounded program. With other available funds, 
the city would have! an over-all works project of 
$63,370,000, whose benefits to every citizen would 
more than outweigh the addition to his taxes. 
There is a decided financial advantage in the 
fact that the bond issue could be marketed at 
interest rates estimated at not more than 1% per 
cent, possibly lesg than 1 per cent. 

So powerful are the arguments for this bond 


'4ssue that it has already won widespread sup- 


port from city officials, political leaders and 
civic organizations. The ‘program was recom- 
mended by the Citizens’ Committee for Postwar 
Improvements and Employment. “he Board of 
Aldermen approved it unanimously. The city 
committees of both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties indorsed the plan. So did the 
board of directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the General Council on Civic Needs, AFL 
and CIO groups, and around 150 local organiza- 
tions. ; 
Now it remains only for the citizens of St. 
Louis to give the final approval by their affirma- 
tive votes on Aug. 1. They have an opportunity 
to put their city on the way to a satisfactory 
postwar adjustment and to civic improvements 


on a broad acale. 
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Americans Have Earned 


One suggestion from one civilian employe at 
the Jeffersonville (Ind.) Quartermaster Depot 
has saved the Government two million dollars, 
the War Department says. While no valuation 
has been placed on all the money-saving ideas 
contributed by all civilians working everywhere, 
the total must be very large—in the hundreds 
of millions, perhaps in billions.

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Mr. Nolte” s Record 


One of the solid rocks in the granite foundation 
of the city’s credit for the last 27 years has been 
Comptroller Louis Nolte. Those years included 
eras of boom and bust, slow recovery and war- 
time prosperity, but Mr.’ Nolte never permitted 
the surrounding atmosphere, whether of despair 
or enthusiasm, to move him from his policy of 
maintaining the financial integrity of St. Louis. 
Now, at 73, he announces that he will retire at 
the end of the present term, his seventh, and 
the city faces the acute problem: of finding a 
successor with some resemblance to the original 
Nolte. 

In his function of municipal watchdog, the 
Comptroller often became embroiled in contro- 
versy. He quarreled with the separate fiscal 
setup of the Art Museum, Zoo and Public Library, 
and he never fully accepted the necessity for an 
independent Civil Service Commission, Many 
citizens disagreed, but they forgave, for Nolte’s 
rugged qualities outweighed these attitudes. | 

As an apostle of thrift, balanced budgets and 
low interest on city bonds, as an office-holder 
who never let politics interfere with duty, Louis 
Nolte has earned the acclaim of his native city.

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Why Not Colored Margarine? 


Some pretty ridiculous statements have come 
from-the dairy industry, from time to time, as 
arguments in favor of unfair laws against mar- 
garine. Worthy of inclusion among them is the 
testimony by Charles W. Holman, secretary of 
the National Co-operative Milk Producers’ Asso- 
ciation, before a Senate agriculture subcommit- 
tee, that if the coloring tax were removed from 
margarine “at least one million cows will nave 
to be slaughtered.” 

Apparently Mr. Holman must mean one of two 
things. 

He may mean that the consumers of butter 
from one million cows would.like to buy mar- 
garine rather than butter, but that they do not 
do so because it is too much trouble to mix the 
coloring into the margarine after they have 
bought it. If Mr. Holman should mean this, 
it would be difficult to understand why the con- 
sumers should not be allowed to buy what they 
want, 

Or Mr. Holman may mean that all these econ- 
sumers would be misguided by the yellow color 
of margarine into thinking it was butter, al- 
though it was plainly labeled margarine, in large 
letters, all over the package. If Mr. Holman 
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means this, he must credit a very large number 


of the present consumers of butter with an 
appalling degree of illiteracy and stupidity. 

Of such is the argument to keep margarine at 
a competitive disadvantage with butter by Fed- 
eral and state law. Over against these ridiculous 
arguments for preferential treatment of the dairy 
industry is the plain fact that thousands of 
American families are deprived of a healthful 
diet because they cannot afford or cannot obtain 
enough butter and are discouraged by all sorts 
of ene-sided legislation from using margarine, 
which from a dietary standpoint is every whit 
the equal of butter. 
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The Chouteau Case 


In Auguste Chouteau Jr.’s charge that he was 
beaten by detectives and held incommunicado for 
16 hours at Police Headquarters, St. Louis has’an 
opportunity to get at the truth about the methods 
of its law-enforcement officers, which have been 
under fire so many times in recent years. 

The most conspicuous case of the kind was that 
of Edward Melendes, who died in a cell at Police 
Headquarters two years ago after being savagely 
beaten. Just who did the beating was never 
officially determined, for the case was so kicked 
around by the authorities and by grand juries 
that the facts remained hidden behind a smoke- 
screen of arguments and contradictions. 

The Chouteau case is different. Its central 
character is not a friendless Mexican waiter, but 
a St. Loutsan of an old and respected family——of 
its oldest family, in fact, for another Auguste 
Chouteau was one of the city’s founders in 1764. 

Auguste Chouteau Jr. and his family say they 
are prepared to see this case through to the 
finish, The testimony of Edward Melendes was 
not available, for he was dead, and he had no 
friends to fight it out in the courts. 

Chouteau was accused of no felony. While 
eating at a tavern pear the war plant where he 
is employed, he was picked up by two detectives 
who asked to see his draft card. Chouteau 
relates that they refused to go to the plant so he 
might obtain the draft card from his street 
clothes, but hustled him into a car and took 
him to headquarters. On the way, Chouteau 
says, he was cursed and roughly treated; on 
arriving there, he was locked in a cell and 
refused permission to telephone his family. 

Draft cards have to be checked, of course, but 
there is no excuse for such brutal, bullying 
methods as those described by Chouteau, nor is 
there any excuse for isolating such a prisoner 
in this fashion. After all, this is democratic 
America, not Gestapo-ridden Germany. 

Chief of Detectives Siebels and Police Inspector 
Mulcahy, it is announced, will investigate the 
case, Are these disturbing charges to be the 
subject of another police self-investigation, and 
nothing more? This would be to the interest 
of neither the public nor the police. There 
should, by all means,:be outside interests in this 
inquiry. What about calling in the Circuit Attor- 
ney's office and a representative of a civil liberties 


group? 


The people of St. Louis want to know—and are 
entitled to know—the truth about the methods 
of their police. If brutality is practiced and tol- 
erated, unless the victim is able to complain and 
has the courage to do it, there should be a sweep- 
ing clean-up. If the police can vindicate them- 
selves, they should insist on doing so before a 
representative investigating body. 

The Chouteau case demands a thorough in- 
quiry. 
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Agreement at Bretton Woods 


Reaching an agreement by the representatives 
of 44 nations gathered at Bretton Woods is a con- 
siderable achievement. Regardless of whether or 
not the plan adopted there should finally be 
adopted for international monetary stabilization, 
the intentions that underlie the work are indis- 
putably the right intentions. 

If Congress does not approve the adopted plan 
~e—and the prevailing opinion ts that it will not 
it will be derelict in its duty unless it achieves 
pretty much the same ends, 

Qne of the many criticisms leveled at the 
official plan ia that it is little more than 
consultative machinery, Even if this were so 
and it seems an extreme view—the availability of 
a mechanism for continuous consultation among 
the nations on monetary matters would be a 
tremendous asset. 

Its speed in acting on the international stabili- 
zation fund will enable the conference to take up, 
much more hopefully than at the outset of the 
gathering, the plan for an international bank 
of reconstruction. Since without such an insti- 
tution any plan for long-range stabilization of 
exchange might be engulfed in the great emer- 
gency of reconstruction, this is not the least 
among the favorable omens from the White 
Mountains of New Hampshire. 
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Ruling on an Anachronism 


Federal Judge Davidson, in upholding Post- 
master General Walker’s revocation of Esquire 
magazine’s second-class mailing privileges, deliv- 
ered himself of what amounted to an editorial 
comment on the law in accordance with which 
he was ruling. 

The statute, commented Judge Davidson, was 
enacted in an American equivalent of the Vic- 
torian era which was more formidable than its 
English prototype. It was written, he said, by 
members of Congress who had been brought up 
on the McGuffey readers and who regarded them 
as the beginning and end of literature. 

What Judge Davidson seemed to be saying was 
that he had ruled according to the statute, and 
that if the ruling did not seem to accord with 
the realities of an era that has long since ceased 
to be Victorian, the proper course would be to 
amend the law. : 

Whether it is the statute, or whether it is the 
interpretation of the statute by the Postoffice 
Department and the court, Judge Davidson is 
correct in labeling this sort of thing an anachro- 
nism. Many persons may be offended by Esquire, 
but then they are not compelled to read it. 
Everyone would be under the compulsion of a law 
which would enable a Postmaster General, and 
his postmasters, to set themselves up as critics 
of literature, and to deny second-class mailing 
privileges to publicatfons that did not happen to 
coincide with their prejudices. And by bigoted 
censorship every American who believes in the 
precepts of our Republic will be offended.

It is an old story. Considering the col- 
umns of praise of Mussolini’s Italy up to 
1940, of the Austrian corporative state and 
of Salazar’s Portugal; and the week-by- 
week propaganda for Gen. Franco during 
the Spanish Civil War and ever since, it 
should not be surprising to find that acat- 
tered comments on Sinarquism in the 
United States Catholic press have been en- 
tirely favorable. To recall this journalistic 
record is painful indeed, but it is essential 
for an understanding of the favorable atti- 
tude shown toward “Sinarquism by these 
periodicals and publicists, 


Actually, Sinarquism presents many diffi- 
culties to any consistent believer in politi- 
cal liberty. Perhaps the best single source 
for the movement’s leading ideas is the 
pamphlet, “Mexico in 1960.” 

In the course of thia great vision of the 
future, reference is continually made to the 
struggle through which the movement 
came to power, and to the torrents of blood 
shed before attaining this end. This 
pamphlet, first published three years ago, 
might be dismissed as the over-exuberance 
of a single enthusiast were it not for the 
fact that its various implications are con- 
stantly substantiated in Sinarquist litera- 
ture. Unhappily, Nazi and Fascist threats 
were once dismissed as sheer talk, too, 


Violence Is the Theme 


Whatever the provocation—and, it must 
be admitted that under the present Mexi- 
can regime political action as we know it 
in the United States is extremely difficult 

the idea of violence recurs again and 
again in the speeches and publications of 
the movement, 


Enemies of the Sinarquist movement de- 
clare it to be a tool of the Spanish Falange, 
and there is no doubt that, under cover of 
the cultural Hispanidad movement, certain 
efforts are being made in this direction. 
But it is the striking parallel between the 
part played by fear of a Soviet coup—and 
the exploitation of such fear—and similar 
phenomena at the outbreak of the Spanish 
Civil War which gives the greatest weight 
to these charges, 


The parallel exists even in minor details; 
the stage setting is similar. The official 
uniform of the movement is a green shirt, 
though most members are so poor they 
cannot afford this symbol; instead they 
wear armbands with a green map of Mexico 
imposed on a white circle as an insignia, 
The members have their own special sa- 
lute; songs and banners play an important 
part in their meetings and processions. 


The Pattern Is Familiar 


There are other striking marks of re- 
semblance to the European totalitarian 
movements. “Mexico in 1960” envisages 
one-party rule with all the workers belong- 
ing to one Sinarquist union, a “syndicalist 
corporation” distinctly on the Italian model. 
The Handbook for Chiefs declares at one 
point that “the general and absolute rule 
is that no matter must be subject to voting 
by the Assembly.” 

In some of the private advice we have 
had from Mexico, it is asserted the follow- 
ing are among principles recently approved: 
“You must act by surprise’; “The. public 
must be kept in ignorance of all the pro- 
ceedings.” 


From all this, it can readily be seen that

not by the widest stretch of the imagina- 
tion can Sinarquism be called a democratic 
movement in any real sense. The official 
program calls for “qualitative representa- 
tion,” a form of government quite opposed 
to that of free elections. And it is well to 
recall at this juncture the control of the 
press, radio, cinema, workers’ organization 
and other aspects of Mexican life which 
the movement contemplates. The liberal 
press in the United States is all too ready 
to apply the labels “Fascist,” “Nazi” and 
the like, and this has greatly annoyed 
American friends of Sinarquism., 


The Label Does Apply 


The application of such labels is often a 
substitute for real thinking or analysis, 
and it reflects the tendency of so many 
aocially-minded Americana to think in over- 
simplified political terms. Despite all this, 
it must be admitted that in this case there 
is some reason for application of the Fas- 
cist label, 


The Sinarquist organization is authorita- 
rian and highly centralized; it requires 
blind obedience on the part of itg members, 


History has repeatedly shown that a po- 
litical machine whose operations are s0 
secret, and which exacts an obedience so 
complete, a machig@e which by definition 
lacks the normal internal checks upon its 
action, invariably is diverted from its orig- 
inal purposes, It can easily be captured, 
especially when operating within the Latin 
American tradition, by a jefe or caudillo 
whose dominating purpose is his own will 
to power. 

It can become the political tool of groups 
within the community, such as big business 
men or an army junta. It could even be 
used to confound the provinces of God and 
of Caesar. In similar fashion it can be- 
come the organ of a foreign power. Worst 
of all, its own achievenient of. power inevi- 
tably introduces corruption. 


Menace of a Machine 


If Sinarquists succeed in growing con- 
siderably more in numbers, there is real 
danger of a bloody civil war. If in such 
a conflict they are defeated, the condition 
of their adherents will be even worse than 
it is at present. Were they to win, we 
should once again have a dictatorial state 
adorned with Catholic symbols and fore- 
ibly repressing all opposition —- until the 
whole kettle boils over once more, to the 
terrible detriment of the church. 


Democracy is a term too glibly used and 
too inadequately understood. It must 
include the attribution of absolute value to 
every human person; it must exclude the 
forcing of consciences; it must provide for 
free political criticism and for free associa- 
tion of citizens in economic and political 
action, 

In the existing framework of the modern 
world, with its rapidity of communication, 
high industrial development and frighten- 
ingly easy techniques of repression, we be- 
lieve that the Christian life can flourish 
only when society is organized in this 
spirit. The sincerity and zeal of Sinarquist 
leaders are not enough.

Of Our Clash With Argentina 


“Argentinat Pivot of Pan-American Peace,” by 
Menry Albert Philips, ¢Hastings House, New 
York.) 
Here, at last, someone writes on Argen- 

tina and Latin America who knows what 

he is writing about, Years of residence 
and travel, from Mexico to Patagonia, and 
years of study, have gone into the book. 

The real basis of antagonism between 
Argentina and the United States is eco- 
nomic, the author asserts, and demon- 
strates. The solution-of that antagonism 
lies in developing a complementary econ- 
omy for the whole of the Western hemi- 
aphere, That is hia thesia, 

Argentina has a wheat-corn-meat export 
economy, Our agriculture is much the 
game, so there is little chance for direct 
trade. Britain needs wheat, corn and 
meats. Germany, likewise. Both can pro- 
vide many, if not most, of the manufac- 
tured products Argentina needs. Hence 
their economies complement Argentina's, 

. a > 


Argentina's foreign policy and her atti- 
tudes in the war stem from these facts. 
Until the United States faces the facts 
and formulates its policies relative to Ar 
xentina accordingly, there ita little hope, 
in the author's opinion, of harmony. 

The book does not ignore the political 
and cultural antagonisms between Argen- 
tina—and all Latin America, for that mat- 
ter—and the United States. Argentina 
seeks to dominate and lead all Latin 
America, just as she thinks the United 
States dominates all Anglo-America and 
seeks to lead all Latin America, She re 
sents this country’s present attempts to 
build a atrong Brazil. 

Argentina fights back with every weapon 
she can grasp; by political intrigues in 
Bolivia, in Paraguay and in other coun- 
tries, and by giving aid and comfort to 
our enemies, This does not mean that 
Argentina is pro-Nazi, however. She is 
just anti-United States. She is decidedly 
pro-Britain, 

The cultural antagonisms are of long 
Few Yankees bother to learn 
Spanish and Portuguese. We do not ac- 
quaint ourselves thoroughly with Latin 
culture, or with the European culture that 
permeates Argentina’s upper class. Our 
back-slapping, glad-handing, rushing busi- 
ness approach offends, when it doeg not 
amuse, cultured Latin Americans, 

This is in striking contrast to the re 
served English and the: patient Germans. 
Hence we are put down, for the most part, 
as a nation of boors. 
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The book's harsh realism is unflattering, 
to put it mildly, to citizens of this country. 
But it is honest realism, and it is written 
by one of our own, for our own good. 

We need to take stock of ourselves, We 
have failed in our relations with Latin 
America despite all our mouthing of pious 
“good neighbor” phrases and the spending 
of hundreds of millions to curry good will. 

The author is constructive, however. He 
points out where we can remedy our fail- 
about to 
obtain a complementary economy as a 
foundation for hemispheric’: harmony. If 
our wealth and power have not made us 
arrogant, we may learn many needed 
lessons from this book.

Shortly after Farley left the 
Roosevelt Cabinet and ended his 
duties as national chairman of the 
Democratic party, he became 
chairman of the board of the Coca- 
Cola Export Co. Coca-Cola’s chief 
rival is the Pepsi-Cola Co., of 
which Walter S. Mack Jr. is presi- 
dent. 

Sugar is an essential ingredient 
of both drinks and, with sugar ra- 
tioning, the competitive position 
of the two companies would have 
been frozen for the duration. But 
Mack, who is an active Republican 
in New York State, argued that 
that would be a gross injustice to 
his company.

1942 was 82.28 per cent. There 
were two taxpayers in this bracket 
and their total net income was 
$11,200,000. Their total tax was 
$9,215,000—the Federal tax, exclu- 
sive of whatever state levies they 
may have had to pay. The bal- 
ance was $1,985,000 or something 
less than an average of a million 
each, as compared with about 4% 
million if the 1928 rates had been 
in effect. 

At the $100,000-to-$150,000 income 
level, the average effective tax 
rate in 1928 was 13.74 per cent. In 
1942 it was 66.42 per cent. 

For all returns with net income, 
the average effective rate in 1928 
was 4.62 per cent. The compar- 
able rate in 1942 was 11.3 per cent. 

Huge Increase in Returns. 

In 1928, there were 4,070,851 in- 
dividual tax returns, of which only 
2,523,063 were taxable. The aggre- 
gate net income represented by 
the returns was $25,226,326,912 and 
the tax liability was $1,164,254,037. 

In 1942, with the tax base broad- 
ened and income better diffused, 
the number of individual returns 
(including some 80,000 taxable fi- 
duciary returns) was 35,972,551, of 
which 27,285,265, or more than 10 
times the number in 1928, were 
taxable. The total net income re- 
ported was  $80,022,727,938, on 
which the tax levy amounted to 
$9,046,258,607. This was nearly 
eight times the amount of indi- 
vidual income taxes in 1928. 

Even in comparison with the 
previous year, 1941, the increase 
was notable. There were about 
10 million more returns in 1942 
than in 1941, and of these 96 per 
cent were taxable. The total net 
income reported for 1942 repre- 
sented an increase of 36 per cent 
over the previous year, and the 
total tax levied was about five 
Dillion dollara or 132.4 per cent 
greater than for the previous year. 
The average tax rate on the tax- 
able returns likewise rose steeply 
from 8.5 per cent in 1941 to 13.3 
per cent in 1942.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The 
Treasury's statistics of income for 
1942, just published, tell an illumi- 
nating story of Federal tax in- 
creases and the progress that has 
been made in wealth distribution 
since the 1920s. 


The figures for 1928 provide a 
striking contrast to those for 1942, 
the latest year for which income- 
tax data have been compiled. 
Nineteen twenty eight, the year be- 
fore the stock market crash that 
ushered in the depression, saw the 
number of those with net taxable 
incomes of a million dollars or 
better shoot up to 511. The com- 
parable total for 1942 was 40. For 
1941 it was 51.

Headful of Confusion. 

I didn’t stay to see how the re- 
maining pillbox was knocked out. 
But I suppose our second tank 
eventually pulled up to the corner, 
turned, and let the pillbox have it. 
After that the area would be clear 
of everything but snipers. 

The infantry, who up till then 
had been forced to keep in door- 
ways, would now continue up the 
street and poke into the _ side 
streets and into the houses until 
everything was clear. 

That’s how a strong point in a 
city is taken. At least that’s how 
ours was taken, You don’t always 
have tanks to help, and you don't 
always do it with so little shed- 
ding blood. 

But the city was already crum- 
bling whén we started in on this 
strong point, which was one of the 
last, and they didn’t hold on too 
bitterly.

TREASURY LISTS 
1242 SALARIES OF 
970,000 OR MORE 


Film Executive Explains 
$645,000 Is Not All for 
Him — 12 From St. 
Louis Are Included, 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP).— 
The Treasury Department today 
issued its first edition of the list 
of persons who reported salaries 
in excess of $75,000 during 1942. 

The report does not list income 
received from capital or invest- 
ment. It includes only individuals 
who received $75,000 or more from 
corporations for personal services 
for the calendar year 1942 or for 
a corporation fiscal year ending 
in 1943. The figures listed are 
gross receipts before the payment 
of Federal and state income taxes 
which would reduce materially the 
amounts received. 

Sidney M, Fleisher of the Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox Film Corpora- 
tion topped the list in the amount 
received. He took first place with 
$645,000, listed as “other compen- 
sation,” with no designation as to 
salary, bonus or commission. 

In New York Fleisher said the 
money listed by the Treasury did 
not constitute his salary. 

“It is money paid by the motion 
picture companies for the movie 
rights of plays produced on Broad- 
way and written by members of 
the Dramatists Guild,” he said, 
“As motion picture negotiator of 
the guild J receive the payments 
and immediately turn it over to 
the managers, dramatists, agents 
and whoever else is interested in 
or connected with the plays.”

By the use of certain techniques 
it is possible to achieve very pleas- 
ant effects in certain foods. For 
example, thick tomato slices may 
be placed on top of a creamed 
dish and broiled to doneness with- 
out producing any curdling and 
without spoiling the color of either 
the tomatoes or the creamed food, 
If the tomatoes were actually com- 
bined with the creamed mixture 
and exposed to broiler or oven 
heat the result would almost sure- 
ly be a curdling and a consider- 
able deterioration of color. 

C Rice With Tomatoes. 

Three tablespoons finely 
chopped green onion, three table- 
spoons ham drippings or other 
shortening, three _ tablespoons 
flour, one cup milk, one and one- 
fourth teaspoons salt, freshly 
ground pepper, one and one-half 
cups cooked rice (one-half cup 
raw), one and one-half cups diced, 
cooked ham, one cup grated cheese 
(four ounces), one-fourth cup 
chopped parsley, three tomatoes, 
sliced; celery salt, 

Saute the onions in the ham 
drippings for five minutes. Blend 
in the flour and add the milk 
gradually; cook over low heat un- 
til mixture is smooth and thick- 
ened. Stir constantly. Remove 
from heat and add all the remain- 
ing imgredients except tomatoes 
and celery salt. Pour the rice mix- 
ture into an eight-inch baking pan, 
arrange tomatoes on top, season 
with celery salt and slip under a 
broiler for five to 10 minutes, or 
until tomatoes are cooked through, 
but not mushy. Four servings. 


MENUS FOR TUESDAY 
Breakfast. 

Orangé juice, six oranges; ready- 
to-eat cereal, four generous serv- 
ings; French toast, dust with 
powered sugar. Serve with jam. 

Luncheon. 

Deviled eggs and sardine salad, 
six hard-cooked eggs, deviled, one 
eight-ounce tin domestic sardines, 
leaf lettuce, mayonnaise. Buttered 
carrots, one bunch; potato chips, 
one small package; whole wheat 
rolls, eight bought; sweet cherries, 
one pound. 

Dinner, 

Creamed rice with tomatoes, see 
recipe above. One-fourth pound 
cheese;- buttered green beans, one 
pound; buttered turnips, 2 pounds. 
Cut in one-half inch slices. Pare 
each slice and cut in dice. Cover 
with boiling water, add one tea- 
spoon salt and cover and boil 
vigorously for 15 minutes. Remove 
cover, reduce heat, simmer until 
tender. Relish tray, radishes, 
pickles and celery; bread, 8 slices: 
apricot meringues, dip eight fresh 
apricots into hot water for a min- 
ute, just long enough to loosen 
skins. Drain, plunge into cold 
water and peel. Cut in halves and 
remove pits. Fill cavities with four 
teaspoons chopped nuts and put 
halves together. Add one-half tea- 
spoon salt to two egg whites and 
beat until barely stiff; then grad- 
ually add one-half cup sugar and 
continue beating until the me- 
ringue stands in stiff peaks. 
Place apricots on a greased bak- 
ing sheet and cover each of them 
separately with meringue. Bake in 
a moderate oven (350 degrees) for 
12 to 15 minutes, or until meringue 
is delicately browned. Four serv- 
ings. (Use egg yolks in salad 
dressing on Wednesday.) Butter 
or fortified margarine used on all 
breads. Include in today’s menus, 
milk to drink: six cups for chil- 
dren, two cups for adults.

Not that 
they are complaining of ration- 
ing, of course. They wouldn't want 
to deprive the fighting forces of 
gasoline for planes, jeeps, motor 
boats, and so on. 

But what they can’t understand 
is how everybody else goes tear- 
ing about the country at will while 
they scarcely have enough gas for 
the bare necessities. It would be a 
critical situation indeed if they 
couldn't get their wash and ‘their 
groceries, That would seriously in- 


terfere with their part in the war 
effort. And surely the Government 
wouldn't want to do that.

AR has nicknamed a num- 
W ver of conditions that are 

not unknown in civil life. 
“Trench mouth” is merely Vin- 
cent’s infection with pyorrhoea; 
“trench foot” was somewhat more 
complicated, Then there was 
*march foot,” and “drill spavin,” 
and others. Modern life too has 
turned up its own set of hazards 

—‘"tennis elbow,” “railway spine” 
and “Ford sciatica. P 

Now for the present war we 
have its own individual and right 
up to the minute—‘“jeep seat.” 
Jeep seat is an abscess, or sore 
spot, with discharging sinus right 
at the end of the spine. I will not 
insult the intelligence of my au- 
dience by explaining how it is 
caused, but invite anyone who is 
troubled with doubts and curiosity 
on the subject to take a ride in a 
jeep and if you do not have a sore 
sensation in a certain part of your 
anatomy afterwards either you 
had a very gentle driver or you 
are impervious to all of the finer 
human emotions. 

The underlying cause of jeep 
seat is somewhat more complicat- 
ed than would at first thought 
appear, Everybody doesn’t get it, 
The real condition is what the 
surgeons call an infected pilonidal 


cyst.

IN THE COURSE of the devel- 
opment of the human body before 
birth there are a good many turn- 
ings and twistings of the skin 
around the lower part of the spine 
and thereabouts. And sometimes 
a dimple of skin gets engulfed 
under the surface. There is nor- 
mally an unfoldin movement 
here and often a little crevice, or 
dimple, can be seen. Boy babies 
have it more often than girls. It 
may iron out in adult life, but 
especially if there is a growth of 
hair in those parts it may fold in 
permanently, 

Sometimes quite a tuft of hair 
emerges from this spot and a baby 
of this kind gets into the news- 
papers or the sideshows ag “the 
tailed boy of independence” and 
is used as a living proof that Dar- 
win was right. 

Anyway that is what a pilonidal 
cyst is, At least when it gets all 
closed over so that there is a sac 
below the surface of the skin and 
no opening or just a single hair 
sticking out it is a pilonidal cyst.

Lebanon’s Political Headache 


With Two Citizens Running for Governor, the Town Finds Itself in a Spot

LEBANON, Mo., July 16. 


WO Lebanon men want to be 
T Governor of Missouri. They 

are Phil M. Donnelly, Demo- 
crat, and Jean Paul Bradshaw, Re- 
publican—Phil and Jean to their 
townsmen, Both are strong men, 
successful men and active in pol- 
itics, and the citizens, some 8000 
of them, are pretty evenly divided 
in their political affiliations, 


Having two candidates for the 
gubernatorial nomination is some 
kind of a record for a town, but 
Lebanon is not capitalizing it. 
There is too much dynamite in 
the situation. To make it worse 
the two candidates are profession- 
al as well as political rivals, They 
pass the time of day when they 
meet but that is about all. Their 
closest friends and supporters 
share their antagonisms, It isn't 
exactly a feud, but it is something 
that could split the town wide 
open, So the shush is on. “What's 
the use,” say the peacemakers, “of 
having a town fight over a little 
thing like the governorship?” It 
would hurt business, That is the 
Chamber of Commerce line. 


That explains why, with Don- 
nelly and Bradshaw placards plas- 
tering store windows, trees and 
telephone poles in every other 
town in the State, there is not a 
placard in Lebanon. It is a sort of 
truce by common consent to keep 
the temperature down and avert 
fist fights and possible hair-pull- 
ings, 

The roadside sign at the city 
limits ef Lebanon informs the 
world that Lebanon jis the home 
of friendly people. he big ob- 
jective in the campaign is to keep 
Lebanon people friendly. 
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ARLY in the campaign the 
E First National Bank on Com- 

mercial street, with something 
like rashness, hung a Donnelly 
placard in its window. Donnelly 
is a director of that bank. Across 
the street stood the State Savings 
Bank. Bradshaw is a director of 
that, It was a challenge if ever 
there was one, Everybody expect- 
ed the State Savings to come back 
with a placard for its director, If 
it had, the battle would have been 
on. The business men watched 
with bated breaths. The State 
Savings, however, with admirable 
self contro), held its fire, The 
Mireat National pulled down its 
placard, The crisia passed, Bual- 
ness went on as usual, 

A little later there was a bit of 
a skirmish in the residential dis- 
trict, One night some person, cal- 
lous to the town’s best interests, 
tacked two Donnelly placards on 
a telephone pole. The next night 
two Bradshaw placards appeared 
on the same pole, The third 
night the Bradshaw placards were 
torn down. It looked like the 
Donnelly clan was aching for a 
fight, but on the fourth night 
the Donnelly placards came down 
and the war clouds cleared. In a 
way of speaking it was a stale- 
mate, arrived at without any for- 
mal agreement. The combatants’ 
terms were to keep their placards 
down and their mouths shut. It 
has held so far and is expected 
to hold until the primary, August 
1. The question is whether, in the 
not improbable event of both 
Lebanon men being nominated, 
the peace can be kept through 
the ensuing campaign. Will the 
Lebanon Democrats and Repub- 
licans continue to keep. their 
mouths shut and their shirts on. 
The Wiseacres wag their heads, 
They have their doubts, 


Phil Donnelly and Jean Brad- 
shaw grew up in this town but 
not together. They didn’t go 
swimming and fishing together— 
or fight each other. That was to 
come later. The reason was that 
when Phil was one of the big 
boys Jean was still a tad, for 
there was a difference of 15 years 
in their ages. Donnelly is 53 now 
and Bradshaw is 38 Naturally 
Phil was through school and tak- 
ing a whack 'at public life before 
Jean was grown. When, however, 
Jean had hig growth he lost no 
time ‘getting into the thick of 
things, generally on the side op- 
posite to Phil. That is one reason 
why Phil doesn't like Jean. The 
word upstart has sometimes been 
used in this connection. 

In pitting himself against the 
older man, Bradshaw is only 
running true to form, for even in 
high school he was ambitious and 
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JEAN PAUL BRADSHAW, 
Republican Candidate for ° 


Governor, 
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aggressive and went in for de- 
bating in the expectation of en- 
tering public life. When Jean was 
through law school, Donnelly of- 
fered him a job in his office. 
Jean tock, instead, a job with the 
legal department of the State 
highway department, Donnelly 
has been understood to say that 
he helped young Jean get that 
job, Bradshaw says Donnelly 
didn't help him get the job but 
did hig best to make him loge it 
by putting through the legisla- 
ture a bill which was intended to 
abolish staff attorneys in Brad- 
shaw's salary bracket, The bill 
was held unconstitutional, but 
Bradshaw gave up his job after 
a while and came back to Leba- 
non and formed a _ partnership 
with Robert C,. Fields, a Demo- 
crat who had quit clerking for 
Donnelly to have himself elected 
prosecuting attorney. Hradshaw 
& Fields opened up offices acrogs 
the street from the Donnelly of- 
fices. Jean and Bob were go- 
getters and got their share of the 
law business of the town, 

However that may be, from then 
on if there was a law suit of any 
importance it was a sure thing 
that Lawyers Donnelly and Brad- 
shaw would be in it, on opposite 
sides, which meant again that 
when the case came to trial the 
fur would fly up at the court- 
house, Donnelly fur and Brad- 
shaw fur, 


Lawyers’ rivalries are nothing 
new but this one was deeper than 
that, It was sharp at first and 
then it became bitter. Bradshaw 
was a fighting lawyer. He seemed 
to take particular pleasure in 
fighting Donnelly. Perhaps it was 
because Donnelly was the big man 
of the law in these parts and beat- 
ing him would be a feather in the 
Bradshaw cap. Donnelly, on his 
part, seemed annoyed by the ag~ 
gressiveness of the younger man. 
He may have felt himself the 


champion, challenged by a pre-. 


sumptious upstart who needed to 
go and get a reputation. But it 
happened that the youngster pre- 
ferred to make his reputation by 
going against the champ, It all 
added up to the fact that the two 
men were complete opposites. Don- 
nelly, the other day, was trying to 
put it into words and not succeed- 
ing very well. He said, rather

weakly: “We simply don't do 
things the same way.” 
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T is not to be doubted that Don- 

nelly, plodding his senatorial 

way, had dreamed of the day 
when he would sit in the gover- 
nor’s chair, Came then 1944, and, 
the omens being good, he prepared 
to make hia bid, 

Then, before he got around to 
filing, it happened. Jean Brad- 
shaw jumped in and filed for the 
Republican nomination. 

The situation turned out to be
